suffrage in a (jutstiou that bog been debated 
for years, and probably no proposition as 
that of exicudhig the ballot to women has 
received so 111 lie consideration al the hntids 
of statesmen. The Kev. Keiih nay a : 


"Politics would be a 'dirty pool' for wom- 


en, but it seeing to be man's natural element. 
The polls would be an unfit place for the 
same women who attend -circuses, theatres 
and dances with special fhnesu. Women 
can work weeks, months aud yearn in rescu- 
ing drunkards^ and be complimiinted by 
men for (heir homanitarian work, but it 
would be 'unwomanly' and out of her 
'sphere' to ca-il a ballot to prevent drunken- 
ness. They are asked to plead with men to 
vote right, alus, too-often in vain, when less 
time aud energy would put their pleas into' 
the ballot box where they would be sure to 
count. 
'Ladies especially invited to hour 


the issues of the day discussed ; - . but they 
must not effectually express their opinion on 
the same. 
Women are allowed to have a 


voice in ohooHiag their own husbands, why 
not let them lie represented by some one else 
in this na well as at the polls? 


"Men Sivy that 'bad women would do all

States senate. Though confronted by 
a combination of disgruntled Republi- 
cans and a large majority of the Dem- 
ocrats under the leadership of the 
chairman of the Democratic national 
commiuee, Senator Jones, of Arkansas, 
the brilliant young Pennsylvanian'has 
not been defeated in any of his efforts- 
to bring this case to a speedy conclu- 
sion. He has maintained from the 
outset that the question of the admis- 
sion of Colonel Quay, upon the certifi- 
cate of appointment from Governor 
Stone was not one of rbllttcs, but that 
it was based upon broad constitutlbnar 
grounds and the manifest intention of 
the framers of the constitution^that 
every state in the Union should be 
fully represented in the United States 
senate. ' An insidious attempt was 
made by some of the' factional oppo- 
nents of Colonel Quay to have the 
Quay case up before the Republican 
senatorial caucus. The purpose of this 
was to make it a political issue, which 
would result in a drawing of partisan 
lines in the senate, which was exactly 
what the friend,? of Colonel Quay did 
not want. Senator Penrose succeeded 
in blocking this little game, and the 
matter never came before the Republi- 
can caucus of the senate. The case 
has since been argued entirely upon 
the issue of the proper construction of 
the constitution.
